Sanitation, feeding a balanced 
ration and the provision of win­ 
ter rye pasture were factors en­ 
abling Glen Miller of 
Union 
township to realize 70 cents per 
bu$hel on the corn fed to August 
farrowed pigs, according to E. F. 
Brown, county agent. 
Seven sows weaned fifty-five 
pigs, farrowing the last week in 
July and the first week in Aug­ 
ust of 1931. Mr. Miller sold this 
herd on January 22, averaging in 
weight 240 3-4 pounds and bring­ 
ing $4.20 per hundredweight. 
The feed given free choice con­ 
sisted of one ton of tankage, 400 
pounds of a commercial supple­ 
ment and 700 bushels of corn. 


Rye pasture was provided during 
the entire feeding period. 
The sows farrowed out in the 
field where pigs had not run for 
over a year. They remained on 
this clean 
ground 
throughout 
the entire feedhig period. An av­ 
erage of slightly less than eight 
pigs per litter from Hampshire 
mothers crossed with a Duroc 
Jersey boar were other factors 
that helped to make that an ex­ 
ceptional record. A combination

unthriftiness

worms, or low number of pigs per 
litter and feeding poorly bal­ 
anced rations could have resulted 
in Mr. Miller receiving less than 
the market price for his corn, 
Mr. Brown said.

Shanghai, Feb. 2— (A.P.)—Four 
Japanese eighteen-pound guns, 
hidden behind the butts of a rifle 
range in Hongkcw park, began to 
pour a rain of shells on the 
stricken Chapei sector of Shang­ 
hai this afternoon and 2,000 blue­ 
jackets began massing, appar­ 
ently to follow up the artillery 
attack. 
Two thousand Japanese blue­ 
jackets began a general advance 
on the Chapei sector this after­ 
noon following the artillery bar­ 
rage. The rattle of machine guns 
and the roar of artillery was con- 
tinuus as bluejackets advanced 
and the Chinese forces, centered 
in the Chapei area, resisted the 
attack. 
The Chinese used stokes and 
mortars for artillery. The Japa­ 
nese continued their light artil­ 
lery bombardment as well as the 
machine gun fire. The situation 
had every appearance of a ma­ 
jor engagement. 
The explosions of the guns 
shook the entire foreign settle­ 
ment, leading to the belief the 
Japanese were using heavy ord­ 
nance which, it was thought, 
must be the guns on the war­ 
ships in the lower river.

(By the Associated Press) 
Great Britain, France and 
Italy have adopted a course of 
cooperation with the United 
States in diplomatic efforts to 
put an end to the fighting in 
China. 
At an emergency meeting 
of the League of Nations 
council in Geneva, this pro­ 
gram was outlined as propos­ 
ing that hostilities cease, that 
belligerent troops be with­ 
drawn, that a neutral zone be 
established between them and 
that negotiations begin im­ 
mediately to settle the dis­ 
putes. 
These proposals were present­ 
ed to the Japanese government 
by the diplomatic representa­ 
tives of Italy, France, Great 
Britain and the United States. 
The foreign minister was un­ 
derstood to have accepted some 
of them and to have referred the 
rest of them to his cabinet col­ 
leagues promising an answer to­ 
morrow. 
While this was going on, fight­ 
ing broke out again in 
the 
Chapei district of Shanghai. A 
censorship was imposed upon 
outgoing cables and as a conse­ 
quence there was difficulty in 
learning how the fighting was 
going.

The cry stals take adv antage of 
the fact th at when they are 
bent, sq u eezed or v ibrated they 
p rodu ce a cu rrent of electricity , 
and when a v ibrating cu rrent in 
p assed throu gh them they v i­ 
brate in u nison with th at cu r­ 
rent. 
“Piezo-electricity ” 
was 


mostly a cu riosity of the labora­ 
tory u ntil abou t 10 y ears ago, 
when a large electric comp any 
tried to find commercial ap p lica­ 
tion. 
The ex p eriments were discon­ 
tinu ed when efforts to p rev ent 
the occlu sion of drop lets of water 
between the inner cry stal su r­ 
faces were u nsu ccessfu l 
The British laboratories here, 
u nder direction of C. Baldwin 
Sawy er, took u p the ex p eriment­ 
ation and were su ccessfu l. Saw­ 
y er rep orts, not only in keep ing 
ou t the water drop lets, bu t also' 
in creating large rectangu lar 
cry stals more than a foot long. 
The cry stal material is rochelle 
salt, the p rincip al ingredient of 
‘ seidlitz p owders.” 
When two slabs of this cry stal, 
each abou t the size of a p lay ing 


card, are fastened to g ether and 
co nnected to a lo udspeaker cone 
and a radio set they are able to 
repro duce so unds o f a p itch 
mo re than twice as great as the 
upper limit o f human hearing. 
This hig h pitch enables the 
repro ductio n o f the hig her 
har­ 
mo nics o f audible to nes mu ch 
mo re naturally than do 
dy namic 
speakers.

Moon To ‘ Blot Out’ Six Stars 
Of The Pl ei ades February 14

op p ortu nity to watch the moon 
occu lt stars will be offered on the 
ev ening of Febru ary 14. 
In two hou rs’ time du ring that 
ev ening the moon will p ass ov er 
six of the brighter stars of the 
Pleiades in the western sky . 
For observ ers at Washington 
this interesting sp ectacle begins 
shortly after 9 o’clock, when the 
first star disap p ears behind the 
dark edge of 
the 
adv ancing 
moon. It ends soon after 11 
o’clock, when the last star of the 
clu ster t'o be hidden ap p ears 
again at the bright western 
edge. 
Bu t the schedu le times are 
different for different p arts of 
the cou ntry . To av oid missing 
some of the occu lations it is well 
to begin watching at an early 
hou r. If a field glass is av ailable, 
it can be u sed to adv antage. 
At nightfall on Febru ary 14 the 
familiar clu ster of the Pleiades 
or “sev en sisters” can be fou nd a 
little way sou th of the zenith. 
The moon, then at the q u arter 
p hase, will ap p ear to the west of 
the clu ster, mov ing toward it. 
In its eastward motion among 
the 
constellations 
the 
moon 
p asses ov er its own diameter in 
abou t an hou r, and it p roceeds 
in the direction at right angles 
with 
the 
line 
sep arating 
its 
bright and dark halv es. Keep ing 
these facts in mind one can es­ 
timate rou ghly when the occu la­ 
tions will begin. 
The stars will not, of cou rse, 
disap p ear at the “ragged edge” 
of the moon. The p oet who p ic­ 
tu red a star between the horns 
of the crescent moon ov erlooked 
this fact. Su ch a sight can nev er 
be seen in the heav ens. 
The stars will disap p ear when 
the dark edge of the moon 
reaches them. An hou r later, or

less, they will come into v iew 
again at the bright edge. 
It is interesting to notice that 
the stars do not grow dim and 
red as the moon ap p roaches. 
There are no atmosp heric effects 
of the sort th at we observ e in 
the setting su n. The disap p ear­ 
ance is su dden. Thu s we are con­ 
v inced that the moon is not su r­ 
rou nded by an ex tensiv e atmos­ 
p here. 
The su dden disap p earance of 
stars behind the moon shows al­ 
so that, desp ite their enormou s 
sizes, they are redu ced by dis­ 
tance p ractically to p oints of 
light. Otherwise they wou ld fade 
gradu ally , like the su n in eclip se.

PERIL OF CONSCRIPTION 
The dangerous violence now under way in Chi­ 
na puts a new emphasis on the old question of 
the limitation of armaments. 
Japan, throwing a highly -trained and ex ceed­ 
ingly capable conscript army into the fray , 
proves once more that treaties to avert war are 
not of much use as long as no limits are put on 
the size of the armies which the signatory na­ 
tions can maintain. 
Furthermore, the chief villain in the piece 
seems to be conscription — compulsory military 
[service for all y oung men. The device that the 
French invented after the fall of the Bastile, 
‘when the “levy en masse” appeared the only 
1 possible way of preserving the revolution from 
the armies of jealous European monarchs, has 
got entirely out of hand. For militarists every ­ 
where it provides an implement which no treaty 
can fully curb. 
1 
Among the chief powers of the world, only 
three — the United States, Great Britain and 
Germany — rely on volunteer armies in time of 
peace. Ail the rest have conscription laws and 
call to the colors each y ear a certain number of 
y oung men of military age. 
These y oung men, k ept in service for one, two 
or three y ears, constitute the standing army . 
When they retire to civil life they become the 
trained reserve — a huge body of sk illed sol­ 
diers, ready for usa,at any moment, and vastly 
more important, in numbers and potential ef­ 
fect, than the standing army itself. 
For 
ex ample: 
Japan’s 
peace-time 
army 
strength is rated at approx imately 230,000 men. 
But to get an army many times that large, ready 
for instant service, Japan needs only call up her 
reserves. The job can almost be done overnight. 
Consider the figures. 
A y oung Frenchman 
serves with the colors for 13 months — and re­ 
mains in the reserve for 28 y ears. A y oung Jap­ 
anese serve for two y ears, and remains in reserve 
for 23 y ears. A y oung Italian serves for 18 
months and stay s in reserve for 19 y ears. As 
long as such sy stems are retained, armies cannot 
be materially reduced. 
There is the situation that is made to order for 
the militarist. No sabre-rattling government will 
be ready to listen to reason as long as it pos­ 


sesses a large trained army reserve ready for in­ 
stant service. If such threats to world peace as 
the present turmoil in China are to be averted, 
there must be world-wide recognition of the fact 
that conscription is too dangerous an implement 
to be tolerated any longer. 


HOW TARIFF HELPS 
The average railroad man, employ ed to oper­ 
ate a freight train, would probably say that the 
tariff on corn is of no benefit to him. But sup­ 
pose corn grown in Kansas is wanted in New 
York . The New York buy er may get his supply 
either from Argentina or from Kansas. If he 
buy s from Argentina the com is brought on 
board a ship at a cost of 14y 2c a bushel for 
freight, in which no American railroad shares. If 
the corn is brought from Kansas it is to be 
hauled every mile of the way on a railroad and 
the freight costs 35c a bushel. Isn’t it worth 
something for the conductor or brak eman to 
have a duty levied high enough to k eep Argen­ 
tine corn out of the New York m ark et so that 
the demand may be supplied by a shipment from 
Kansas? 
And what happens in the case of corn happens 
with no end of other things. If our American 
mark ets are supplied with American goods it is 
not only the employ ees of the mills and mines 
and farms who are concerned, but every body who 
touches any where the distribution of these 
products. Somebody has figured that the cement 
imported into this country during a period of 
five y ears had it been manufactured here, would 
have k ept the labor of 8,143 men steadily em­ 
ploy ed every work ing day through the period. 
Somebody else has figured that the quantity of 
competing farm products brought into America 
in a single y ear would have given satisfactory 
employ ment to one million farm families if the 
crops had been produced in America instead of 
in some other country . In his Message to the 
Special Session of Congress, President Hoover 
recommended that tariff changes be made on the 
test of whether employ ment had been reduced 
by reason of competing imports. That is a fair 
test and it is the one that ought to be applied, 
not only in mak ing but in judging the tariff law.

Discussing the coming inter­ 
national disarmament confer­ 
ence, Dr. Butler in an interview 
dwelt on what he termed the 
“new realities — realities given 
original ex pression in the peace 
treaties which gave promise of 
disarmament and the pact of 
Paris which voided war as an 
instrument of national policy . 
“I do not care about the bore 
of cannons or the displacement 
of battleships or the number of 
guns,” Dr. Butler said. 
“W hat I do care about is the 
way people think . If our think ­ 
ing still is in the nationalist 
strait-jack et 
that 
bound 
the 
world in 1914, then the ‘fight for 
peace’ indeed will be hard — and 
the present parlous state of 
world affairs may easily become 
more disagreeable. 
“But the new realities embod­ 
ied in the treaties are the prom­ 
ises of our governments that the 
war god shall be outlawed; they 
are the literal ex pressions of the 
people’s voiceless demands. 
“The leaders must realize that 
the people are unwilling and 
reluctant to fight. Failing that 
realization, 
and 
disregarding 
this underly ing reality , the lead­ 
ers will betray the trust the peo­ 
ple have placed in them. 
“I cannot recommend the pro­ 
cedure of our delegates to the 
conference; nor can I predict 
the results.

selfishness. 
Ultra - nationalists 
are notably vociferous. 
“But I do not believe their 
talk or the seeming nationalism 
of the world represents the basic 
reality . 
“The masses have other opin­ 
ions. Under the impetus of mass 
psy chology that inherent ten­ 
dency toward peace may be al­ 
tered, but in so altering it, their 
trust is betray ed. 
“The eternal question of why 
we go to war, when we really do 
not want to go to war, is not 
easily answered. But the facts 
are that we do not want to k ill; 
that it is uneconomic to k iil; 
that it is a distortion of m an’s 
real desires to mak e him k ill. 
“When this is realized, when 
the wishes of the masses are 
truly interpreted by our leaders, 
then the think ing so necessary 
to peace will find specific ex ­ 
pression not only in disarm a­ 
ment but in the rusting of guns 
and swords.”
